I  submit  the  following  report  of  the  Epsom  Volunteer 
Fire  Department.  It  pleases  the  Department  to  report 
that  out  of  a  total  of  12  calls,  none  of  the  fires  were  serious. 
Some  fires  were  not  serious  because  of  the  promptness  of 
the  men  in  reporting  and  acting  at  the  fires.  One  out  of 
town  call  was  answered. 

We  feel  that  we  are  getting  ahead  with  our  work  and  are 
always  trying  to  add  to  the  equipment.  With  the  co-opera- 
tion of  different  individuals  a  portable  pump  has  been 
added,  also  a  considerable  amount  of  hose,  which  will  in- 
crease our  efficienc}^  in  outlying  districts. 

With  the  co-operation  of  the  Chichester  Department  we 
sponsored  a  winter  carnival  with  great  success. 

There  were  twelve  regular  monthly  meetings  held  during 
the  year  with  the  majority  of  the  membership  present.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Epsom : 

The  schools  are  this  year  joining  in  the  150th  anniver- 
sary of  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  which  was 
put  into  effect  when  New  Hampshire  cast  the  deciding 
vote  for  ratification,  June  21,  1788.  Our  form  of  ''govern- 
ment of  the  people,  by  the  people,  and  for  the  people" 
is  a  regular  subject  of  instruction  in  eighth  grade  civics 
and  senior  high  school  constitutional  history. 

Over  25,000  correspondence  courses  are  now  available 
for  those  who  can  attend  higher  institutions  of  learning. 
Many  of  these  courses  are  valuable,  while  some  are  not 
so  reliable.  Persons  Avishing  to  avail  themselves  of  such 
instruction  would  do  well  to  consult  the  Superintendent 
of  Schools  or  the  National  Home  Study  Council,  Wash- 
ington, D.  C. 

The  reduction  in  the  School  Board's  budget  of  a  year 
ago  has  resulted  in  an  estimated  deficit  for  the  current 
year,  which  can  only  be  averted  by  the  most  strenuous 
efforts,  if  at  all.  The  School  Board  has  put  earnest 
thought  into  preparing  the  estimate  for  the  annual  meet- 
ing. The  estimated  amount  is  needed,  in  their  judgment. 
Any  unexpected  surplus  next  year  may  be  used  to  can- 
cel the  debt,  as  authorized  by  the  District,  or  used  to 
reduce  taxation  next  year. 

The  work  of  the  School  Nurse  has  been  most  valuable 
during  the  recent  prevalence  of  contagious  disease.  Her 
report  for  last  year  is  presented  herewith.
